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In response to the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance accompanying the 
Notice of Allowability dated April 25, 2005, Applicant submits the following comments: 



Applicant notes that the Examiner's particular comments regarding the reasons for 
allowance are not applicable to all of the independent claims. The Examiner asserts that the 
prior art of record does not disclose "storing in the discriminator, reference information which 
represents acceptable recording material and to check the discernment information of the 
recording material with the reference information." However, independent claims 21, 28, 29 and 
30 do not recite a discriminator. 
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In addition, the Reasons for Allowance merely loosely paraphrase claims 1 and 38, and 
therefore do not accurately restate aspects of the claimed invention. 
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
